LONG TITLE
General Description:

This bill authorizes the State Board of Education to annually approve an increase in
charter school enrollment capacity.
Highlighted Provisions:

This bill:

» authorizes the State Board of Education to annually approve an increase in charter
school enrollment capacity equal to 2% of total school district enrollment in the
prior school year;

» directs the State Board of Education to give preference to an enrollment expansion
of a high performing charter school when approving an increase in charter school
enrollment capacity; and

» makes technical changes.

This bill coordinates with S.B. 59, School Grading System, by providing substantive
amendments.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the state of Utah:

Section 1. Section S3A-1a-502.5 is amended to read:

53A-1a-502.5. Approval of increase in charter school enrollment capacity.

(1) The State Board of Education may approve an annual increase in charter school
enrollment capacity in the 2012-13 school year or thereafter [subjecttothe Eegistature

tating funds-forthe+t incharterschootenrolimentcapactty] equal to 2% of total

(2) In approving an increase in charter school enrollment capacity, the State Board of

Education shall give preference to an application for expansion submitted by a high performing
charter school, as evidenced by the charter school's proficiency and progress scores on the

school's U-PASS accountability report.
Section 2. Coordinating H.B. 339 with S.B. 59 -- Substantive amendments.
If this H.B. 339 and S.B. 59, School Grading System, both pass, it is the intent of the

Legislature that the Office of Legislative Research and General Counsel shall prepare the Utah

Code database for publication by amending Subsection 53A-1a-502.5(2) to read:

"(2) In approving an increase in charter school enrollment capacity, the State Board of

Education shall give preference to an application for expansion submitted by a charter school

that has received a letter grade of A on the school grading system."
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FISCAL NOTE

SHORT TITLE: Charter School Enroliment Amendments

STATE GOVERNMENT (UCA 36-12-13(2)(b))
Enactment of this bill may cost approximately $18,388,300 in Education Funds to the Minimum School
Program - Charter School Local Replacement program. The local replacement program provides a rate
for each student enrolled in a charter school, estimated at $1,687 in FY 2012. Bill provisions and
statewide enrollment projections indicate that the State Board of Education may authorize growth in

charter school enroliment of approximately 10,900 students in FY 2013. This cost estimate assumes the
local replacement rate remains at the FY 2012 level.
